U.S. Court 
to Clear Up 
Prayer Ruling 


By JERRY T. BAULCH 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 


Supreme Court may clear up by 
next July some of the confusion 
over what prayers, if any, may 
be said in public schools or wheth- 
er Bible verses may be read in 
the classrooms. 


Those questions were not an- 


swered in last June's historic de- 
cision declaring unconstitutional1 a 
prayer supplied by state officials 
for use in New York State public 
schools. Many people interpreted 
this as an outright ban on prayer 
in the schools and it brought one 
of the angriest public outcries the 
court has faced in recent years. 


A few weeks ago Justice Tom 


C. Clark departed from the cus- 
lom of justices not commenting on 
the court's rulings and expressed 
dismay at what he called misun- 
derstanding. All the court decided, 
he said, was that government can- 
not take part in the establishment 
of religion. It was a 6-1 decision 
and Clark joined in the majority 
view. 


The high tribunal agreed this 


week to tackle once more this 
emotion-laden issue of separation 
of church and state. Specifically, 
the court will hear sometime in 
the months ahead appeals; from 
two lower court decisions. 


One appeal is by Pennsylvania 


officials from a decision by a 
three-judge federal court that the 
state law requiring Bible reading 
in public school's violates the U.S. 
Constitution. 


The other appeal is Dy an athe- 


ist mother of an atheist son who 
contends that a Baltimore, Md., 
school board regulation calling for 
opening of school each day with 
Bible reading and recitation of the 
Lord's Prayer is unconstitutional. 


Both the Philadelphia and the 


Baltimore practices have been at- 
tacked despite the fact that chil- 
dren are not required to partici- 
pate. They may be excused with 
written permission from a parent 
or guardian.
